Be it enacted by Parliament in the thirty - seventh 
year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title, extent and commencement .-- ( 1) 
This Act may be called the Spices Cess Act, 1986 . 

( 2 ) It shall extend to the whole of India . 


(4 ) The proceeds of the duty of customs levied 
under sub -section ( 1 ) shall first be credited to the 
Consolidated Fund of India and the Central Govern 
ment may , if Parliament , by appropriation made by 
law in this behalf so provides, pay to the Board 
from time to time, from out of such proceeds (after 
deducting the cost of collection ) such sums of money 
as it may think fit for being utilised for the purposes 
of the Spices Board Act, 1986 . 


( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Central Government may , by notification in the 
Official Gazette, appoint . 


2. Definitions. -- In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires , – 

( a ) “ Board " means the Spices Board consti 
tuted under sub- section ( 1 ) of section 3 of the 
Spices Board Act, 1986 ; 

(6 ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules.

(c ) " spices” means the spices specified in the 
Schedule to the Spices Board Act , 1986 . 


4. Poroer to call reports and returns . ---- The Board 
may require any exporter of spices to furnish for 
the purposes of this Act , such statistical and other 
information in such form and within such period 
as may be prescribed .

Official Gazette .
